THE GATES OF PARIS. 


Almost Ev,.r5tl.li,E TLat 1-assos Tiiro<>Bh 


Them Must t'mlcrgo u Tin. 


At present tlio gates and fortifica- 


tions of Paris seem to lie useful, prin- 
cipally for the levying of vexatious 
taxes upon tho French people them- 
selves. Of this we were forcibly re- 
minded one day as vc approached 
the Porte Mallot iu company with a 
gentleman who was on his way to 
fill a lectur? engagement at one of 
the great schools in thib city. Our 
friend carried a haj; containing a few 
books he was intending to use, and 
the question to be bottled before we 
could p.iss was whether anything in 
the bag w;u> taxable. To satisfy the 
gatekeeper the bag must be opened. 
It was all done quickly enough and 
with evident politeness" but it struck 
the American mind quite unfavor- 
ably, and of coui-seprovoked it tonn- 
merons inquiries Paris, it appears 
lays tribute m this way on almost her 
entire food supply and upon numer- 
ous other thing's, and the monev col- 
lected is divided between the govern- 
ment and the municipal authorities. 
By this means it comes to pass that 
many articles are doubly taxed, for 
in addition to what is assessed upon 
them at the gates of the city there is 
a tariff imposed at the frontier.

Perhaps, however, tho countryman's 
ruse tv-as the most effectual for the 
time, though it must have put him 
to inconvenience afterward. 
He 


had only a bottlo of common wine 
with him, but tho gatekeeper knew 
his duty and did it. The tax was 4 
cents levied upon an original valua- 
tion of something like 12 cents. 
Common wine, il must be remem- 
bered, is yeiy cheap in France, and 
this particular bottle would have 
been cheap enough, ono might have 
thought, even after the duty had been 
paid.

It is therefore wort ay of note at 


this the best period of American 
silk manufacture so far that a meth- 
od ot making silk thronds from wood 
pulp M being brought to a practical 
stage. The method niado its first 
public appearance at tho Paris expo- 
<.nH>u of 18811, where it at once at- 
tractedattention. Attbattimo, how- 
ever, it was imperfect if not absolute- 
ly dangerous. Since 1hat date tho 
improvements m the original meth- 
od have been noticeable, and tho re- 
vised proiwss is now employed at 
Besaneon, where the silk is being 
manufactured. The material em- 
ployed is nothing more than the 
"wood pulp ' which is already used 
so largely in paper making. After 
being crushed the pulp is dried in an 
oven and afterward immersed in a 
nitro-sulphuric acid mL'rture. 


The pulp is then thoroughly washed 


in water and is finally dried in alco- 
hol. 
The resultant product is put 


into a mixture of practically pure 
alcohol and ether until n "collodi- 
on1' is formed not noticeably differ- 
ent from that used i'or photographic 
films. After the collodion, is pre- 
pared it i> forced through a filter 
and is then forced into a long tube, 
in the side o£ vi hich aro hundreds of 
spigots wilh a very minute Outlet. 
The collodion issues from the spigots 
m thin, htieky threads, which are 
afterward washed by ammonia and 
water. Thi.s u ashing takes the solu- 
ble other and alcohol from the colo- 
cliou, which immediately grows hnrcl- 
or and tough ant] in about every re- 
spect as brilliant aud ns strong as silk 
thread. Tho resultant threads aro 
spun together in strands of six and 
ire then ready for weaving. 


_ When the Chardoimefc process was 
irst exhibited, one very strong ob- 
jection lo tho textiles vroven "from 
the new "silk" lay in tho great in- 
flammability of such a texture.
